There, 
undeg the guise of an attorney representing 
a client, he submitted his case to a distin- 
guished neurologist, Dr. J. Madison Taylor, 
and upon Dr. Taylor's expression of willing- 
ness to assume charge of his alleged client 
he disclosed his identity. 
“In order to afford Dr. Taylor ample time 
and opportunity for observation Mr. Chanler | 
of his own motion and without compulsion 
repaired to a private sanitarium in Phila- 
delphia, under the charge of Dr. Taylor, and 
remained there for six months. During this 
time a number of eminent alienists, neurolo- 
gists, and psychologists were called in con- 
sultation by Dr. Taylor, and the records of 
the proceedings in Louisa County disclose 
the unanimous opinion of all these e 
as to Mr. Chanler's sanity. 


Spends Some Time at Home.

W. S. YOUNG SENT TO PRISON. 


Former Public Guardian Sent to Joliet to 
Undergo Punishment for

After having been a prisoner in the County

COUNTY. GETS TAX LISTS 
FROM BOARD OF REVIEW. 


Total Amount of Real Estate Available; 
for Revenue Purposes Is Put at 
$279,747,312. 


County Clerk Knopf received the books 
from the Board of Review yesterday, show- 
ing the total real estate valuations for Cook 
County for the year 1901. The total amount 
for the purposes of taxation is $279,747,312. 
or a gain over the Board of Review's figures 
for 1900 of $75,889,663. Chicago real estate 
is assessed $76,254,510 more than last year. 

The valuations in Chicago towns, as com- 
pared with the valuations for 1900, and the 
Assessor's figures for this year are as fol-

The valuations are considerably higher 
than the figures of the Board of Assessors, 
showing a gain.of $30,619,680 in the county, 
and approximately $33,000,000 in the city. 
The figures represent an actual valuation

It is expected that the total value of taxa- 
ble real estate will be increased largely by 
the addition of the railroad real estate dis- 
covered during the last days of the board's 
session, which is estimated at $10,000,000, 
This will make the total assessment over 
$400,000,000, estimating the personal prop- 
erty valuation at $90,000,000 and the amount 
raised by the State Board of Equalization at 
$35,000,000. The personal property returns 
will be made this morning. 

County Clerk Knopf will not spread the 
assessment upon his books until the State 
Board of Equalization makes its return in 
November, at which time he will begin suit 
to secure a legal interpretation of the 5 per 
cent limit law. Until this suit is decided 
there will be uncertainty as to the rate of 
taxation and the amount of revenue to be 
received by the city.

RECOVER $200,000 OF FUND 
CAPTAIN GARTER’S CASE. 


Officials: Trace Large Sum 
to Huntington, W. Va., and Take It 


Two hundred thousand dollars in cash and 
securites has been seized by the government 
at Huntington, W. Va., on the claim it was. 
part of the funds for the embezzlement of 
which Captain Oberlin M. Carter is now serv- 
ing sentence at Fort Leavenworth, The gov- 
ernment. officials say they have recovered 
$860,000 of the money lost at Atlanta, Ga. A 
recent move in tie effort to regain the gov- 
ernment funds was the filing of bills in the 
United States Circuit Court here against 
former Captain Carter, his uncle, Lorenzo D. 
Carter, and his brother, I. Stanton Carter. 

The announcement of the West Virginia 
find was made here yesterday by Marion 
Erwin, Special Assistant Attorney General 
of the United States, who is stopping at the 
Victoria Hotel. Mr. Erwin has been working 
under the Attorney General for somé time in 
the litigation instituted by the government to 
recover the funds diverted from the river and 
harbor improvements in the Savannah dia- 
trict.

FRENCH CRUISER IS ACCUSED. 
Vv Claim That the Suchet 
Colombian Vessel from an 
Attack by Gunboats. 


CURACAO, Sept. 20.—Venezuelan official 
Circles are perturbed over the reported ac- 
tion of the French cruiser Suchet when the 
Steamer Alexandre Bixio landed Colombian 
troops at La Hacha on Sept. 9. 

It is alleged that the Suchet perceived 
three gunboate without flags, 
Venezuelans. In order to ascertain definitely 
the commander compelled the gunboats to 
show their flags, which proved to be Venea- 
uelan. Later during the same day the Co- 
lombian gunboat General Pinzon arrived, 
whereupon the Suchet—according 
story of the Venesuelans—was placed be-

STAMPING OUT ANARCHISM, 
With the passing of the first wave of 
sortow over the nation’s bereavement the 
thoughts of the people have turned swiftly 
and instinctively to the punishment of the 
assassin and the suppression of the class 
to which be belongs. The passing of more 
stringent laws against anarchism is the 
thought that is uppermost in the public mind. 
How intense is the feeling on this sub- 
ject may be judged from the sudden and 
dramatic outburst of popular approval that 
greeted General Black's reference to it in 
his address at the Auditorium. The same 
subject was touched upon in almost every 
funeral oration throughout the country. 

That the national hatred of anarchism 
aroused by the assassination of President 
McKinley will take concrete form in 
various bills in the next session of Con- 
gress is certain. No doubt the tragedy will 
leave numerous marks on our governmental 
system. It is proper that it should do 80, 
but the subject is one that should -be ap- 
proached in a calm and judicial frame of 
mind and not in the passionate mood that 

„has led the Virginia constitution-makers to 
free speech from the State bill 

It is fortunate that the tragedy 
occurred at a time when Congress was not 
in session, There will have been oppor- 
tunity for sober second thought by the time 
that body meets in December. 

Many of the suggestions on this subject 
have been hasty and unwise. Congress- 
man Adams showed the proper attitude 
of mind when he said: “It may be well 
to give jurisdiction of such cases to the 
federal courts. It will not be necessary 
to change the constitution nor to enlarge 
the. definition of treason nor to abridge 
the right of free speech.” Senator Hoar 
‘spoke in the same sensible strain- when | 
he said the matter should be dealt with’ 
soberly, after the tempest of grief has 
| passed, adding: We shall go as far as 
we can without sae¢rificing personal liber- 
ty to repress the doctrine which in effect is 
nothing but counseling murder.“ 
bishop Ireland put the thought in oratorical 
form when he said: Not against liberty 
must we unsheath our swords, but against 
license, that daughter of hell which drapes 
itself in the robes of the daughter of heaven 
and dares call itself liberty.” Oardinal 
‘Gibbons and ex-President Cleveland both 
referred to the need for the teaching of a 

tter Citizenship, more respect for the con- 
stituted authorities, and greater horror of 
any insult or injury. to them. This idea 
was acted upon in a practical and em- 
‘mendable way by Superintendent Cooley 
in the address which he caused to be read in 
all the Chicago schools. 15 

There is a general feeling that more 
stringent measures should be taken to ex- 
elude European Anarchists from the Unit- 
ed States. Commissioner Powderly of the 
Immigration bureau is reported to be work - 
ing upon a bill of this kind. It would be 
unfortunate, however, if too sweeping a 
law should be enacted against immigrants. 
The alien residents of Chicago showed their 
detestation of Ozolgosz and his crime by 
the part they took in the parade of Thurs- 
The number of Anarchists among the 
immigrants to this country is infinitesimal 
compared with the total. The p 
to, exclude none but the unfit. There is a 
measure of this nature already prepared 
which may meet the emergency. It was 
drawn up in 1894 by Secretary Carlisle, 
amplified by Senator Hill, and reported 
favorably by the Immigration committee, 
but it was crowded to the wall in the rush 
and excitement over the Wilson-Gorman 
tariff bill. The measure is moderate,effective, 
and well matured, Congress might do well 
to consider it before doing anything more 
radical. In any case; the whole subject of 
legislation against anarchism should be ap- 
proached with caution and with a deter- 
mination not to do any harm to liberty while | 
striking at thie vile abuse of freedom. 
Liberty of thought and political liberty 
must be preserved. This does not include 
violence against lawful authority or ad- 
| vocacy of violence or expressions of ap- 
proval of it. Such advocacy must be re- 
strained by law. It is eriminal. 

It is time to close up the ranks. With the 
passing of the funeral pageantry on Thurs- 
day comes the call to take up duties and re- 
sponsibilities for the moment lost sight of in 
the universal grief. For nearly two weeks 
the public mind has been in a turmoil, 
swayed alternately by anger, fear, hope, and 
ordinary processes of every 
day lite have been interrupted. The regular 
| current of things has been disturbed. | 

Now the suspense is over. The “ well-be- 
loved” President has been laid to rest. 
Among all the honors which have been paid 
to his memory there remains still the final 
one. It is that his countrymen shall take 
up and carry on their work in the same high 
spirit in which he laid his down. Let them 
differ as they will with men in high public 
office, but let them give such men credit for 
sincerity and patriotism. Let them hold 
up the hands .of those who are called to 
great responsibilities and let bitter partisan- 
ship end with the counting of the ballots. 

Let all men of every party learn 
the lesson of kindliness and sympathy 
the great secret of Mc- 
and let them carry 
into their private lives what he taught them 
in his life. Not even the grief of a nation 
can long delay the progress of events. Not 
even the death of a President can perma- 
nently affect the onward march of a great 
people. As an army closes up about a new 
leader when the old has fallen, so the nation 
must close up its ranks and go on to meet 
what the future may ha ve in store.
